Chester C. Davis, director of the pro- 
duction division of the agricultural 
adjustment administration, said today 
southern peanut growers will meet 
here to discuss plans for increased 
prices for their product about the 
time a hearing is held on the peanut 
mill code, 

No date has been set for the code 
hearing. 

Davis said this meeting would give 
the growers an opportunity to be here 
and present their program at a time 
when the entire industry would be 
represented in Washington. 

Governor J. C. B. Ebringhaus, of 
North Carolina, called on Davis yes- 
terday and discussed with him and 
George N. Peek,.farm administrator, 
the problem of peanut growers in his 
state. Davis said the only agreement 
reached at these conferences was the 
calling of a general peanut meeting. 


Davis said his office is preparing 
a memorandum showing the economic 
background and the price ‘trend of 
peanuts in relation to products over 
a period of years. 

“Whether the limitation of produc- 
tion will have any effect on price is 
a problem we are trying to decide,” 
Davis said. “I do not mind saying 
that the peanut problem is avery dif- 
ficult. one. There seems to be no 
plan that would seem to be as help- 
ful as we would like to have it.” 

Peanut growers from Suffolk, Va., 
will hold a conference in Davis’ of- 
wice tomorrow with Davis gnd J. 
W. Papp. head of the general crop 
section. They will submit a tentative 
outline of a plan they hope will in-

Higher Speed for Air Passengers . 
Needed Today, Capt. Hawks Says 


Mere speed records, while impor- 
tant, are not the sole objective of 
modern aviation. What are needed 
now are speed records adapted to 
commercial use, safe for passengers, 
according to Captain Frank Hawks, 
who was in Atlanta Wednesday on 
a nation-wide tour beginning on Au- 
oe in Montreal. 

is previous transcontinental speed 
records were descried by the captain 
who talked to a Constitution reporter 
in his room at the Ansley hotel. Inci- 
dentally he recently made a non-stop 
flight from Los Angeles to New York 
in 131-2 hours, which was better 
than his previous record when he 
made a stop en route. 

“All that is water over the dam,” 
he said. “The thing that sells the 
airplane is speed of course. That has 
already been achieved in racing. What 
we need now is a plane that will give 
the maximum of speed while carrying 
passengers or freight, and 
them safely.” 

He explained that a plane travel- 
ing 150 miles an hour has a landing 
speed of about 50 miles, which is safe 
enough. But*planes traveling faster 
than that automatically increased 
their landing speed to a point where 
it would be unsafe. 

His plane, which was developed by 
the Texas Company, which he rep- 
resents, is capable of 250 miles an 
hour. Through an invention its land- 
ing speed has been reduced to 45 to 
50 miles an hour, while its take-off, 
through the same appliance, has been 
speeded up. 

“TI call this invention an air brake,” 
the captain explained. “It is a flap 
attached to the end of the wing 
which may be raised or lowered at 
will. Raised, it increases speed, low-

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ered to an angle of 45 degrees or sv, 
it retards it. It acts as a brake on 
the air.” 


The Texas Company’s interest in 
aviation, the captain added, is in 
selling it oil and gasoline. But to im- 
prove aviation, and hence enlarge its 
market, it had experimented in a 
type of plane which would confine 
speed and safety. 

Captain Hawks’ plane has flown 
45,000 miles in 263 hours, an average 
of 175 miles an hour, he said.

. Officers Seek to Meet. 

’ The ousted Cuban army and naval 
officers ate seeking to obtain the 
enlisted men’s permissior to meet and 
flecide on their attitude in case of 
American intervention, it was reliably 
reported tonight, Leaders in the new 
government previously had declared 
they would resist efforts to land 
United States marines, by force if 
hecessary. The government refused the 
request to meet, fearing a couter-re- 
volt. 

Ambassador Welles used his in- 
fluence today to permit an American, 
Mathew V. Molanphy, local manager 
of the United Fruit Co., to depart 
aboard the liner Morro Castle, for 
New York. A band of students called 
and demanded that Welles prevent Mo- 
lanphy’s.depatture, but the ambassa- 
dor refused and proceeded to extract 
a promise from them on their word 
of honor that they would cause no 
interference with the merchant’s leav- 
ing the island. | 
* A group of workers recently had 
accused Molanphy of paying for the 
assassination of a worker. Neastanite 
Iglesias, whose body was recently 
found buried amder the Atares fortress 

tables. The eharfe was never given 
ormal credence and Molanphy never 
was formally accused. 
_ An entire company of soldiers and 
many sailors guarded the entrance to 
the Ward Line pier for two hours be- 
fore Molanphy sailed while angry 
dockworkers insisted that they should 
‘be permitted to board the Morro Cas- 
tle and remove the American. 

Sergia Carbo, in speaking further 
of possible intervention, said: 
~ “In sovereignty’s name Washington 
does not dare to place hands on any 
foreigners. In the name of this prin- 
tiple of sovereignty it is well now to 
respect our soil while working for 
peace and to erect a government over 
the indestructible permanency of a 
‘constitutional state. 

“Everyone who considers himself a 
revolutionary is therefore an agent of 
order for which the government is 
confident of assuring. The problem 
of authority, which, fortunately, has 
arisen in only a few localities, will be 
resolved soon within an ample spirit 
of justice and those interested have 
a moral obligation to wait.” 

Holds Conference. 

United States Ambassador Summer 
Welles held a long conference with 
the people’s leaders at the embassy. 
It was understood they discussed al] 
phases of the new revolutionary 
regime, weighing its chances for per- 
manence, and its strength. The people 
hailed the sergeants who seized con- 
trol in a bloodless >up d'etat night 
before last—but doubt appeared grow- 
ing that these men, while patriotic 
and honest in their desires to aid 
workers and farmers. could cope with 
their new responsibilities. 

The committee of five, however, in- 
sisted the situation was well in con- 
trol, and emphasized rerectedly that 
the island was quiet.

Order Guaranteed.

“Having firmly established revolu- 
tionary control for placing the repub- 
lic in good order and facilitating the 
establishment of a constituent assem- 
bly in accordance with the desires of 
the Cuban people, the executive com- 
mission is sure all citizens will co- 
operate with a high patriotic spirit 
to maintain normal conditions. 

“We are at the point of naming 
a revolutionary tribunal to be cre- 
ated for the establishment of justice 
guarantees against whoever’ sheds 
blood, disturbs the peace or assaults 
property. These must be considered 
enemies of the revolution.

No Censorships. 


Carbo, a radical publisher, hurry- 
ing to a meeting of the committee, 
told the press that the immediate 
problem most pressing in importance 
was “maintenance, of public order.”

He said that women would be 
given an important role in the new 
political order.

The members received visits 
and reports from various government 
subsecretaries and bureau chiefs. Most

Job Seekers. 

The customary throngs of job-seek- 
ers congregated at the presidential 
palace, cluttering up the halls. 

Rumors flew about Havana. One 
said the enlisted men and their non- 
commissioned officers, now in control 
of all posts on the island, feared a 
counter-revolt by their former offi- 
cers, with certain oppositionist troops.

“Under the circumstances I am sug- 
gesting a plan by which a federal ad- 
ministrator would appointed to 
proceed at once to let contracts in 
order to give the benefit of this em- 
ployment fund to the state immedi- 
ately. I have ascertained that plans

Victory for Talmadge. 

The president’s action was _ inter- 
preted as a clear-cut victory for the 
Georgia executive, who has insisted 
from the start that federal authorities 
had no right to discriminate against 
the state in the admin‘stration of the 
funds. The lone condition attached to 
release of the money is looked upon 
as neither important nor unusual, 
Provision is already made in existing 
regulations for such inspection and 
Governor Talmadge found nothing ob- 
jectionable t* the proposal.

Chairman J. J. Mangham, of the 
state highway board, said Wednes- 
day that a full program for the ex- 
penditure of » Georgia’s $10,000,000 
share of the federal -highway fund, ob- 
tained earlier in the day by Gover- 
nor Eugene Talmadge after a confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt, would 
be ready within two weeks. 


“The board is immensely pleased 
at the governor’s success in Washing- 
ton.” Mr. Mangham said. “We will 
begin at once to work out a program 
and hope to have it ready mm three 
weeks,” 

Mr. Mangham emphasized that the 
speed of the completion of the pro- 
gram depended a great deal on the 
board’s getting an opportunity to do 
its work. 

“We cannot hope to get this great 
task accomplished unless we are given 
time to do our work,” he said. “Of 
course we realize that folks want to 
present their claims for roads but we 
cannot get anything done if we are 
eaiumalis interviewing delegations. 
So I must ask the people to bear with 
us and to give us an opportunity to 
work a while without being molested.” 

Division engineers of the highway 
department already have held a se- 
ries of conferences on the. federal 
highway program but nothing has 
been determined on definitely. 

It is expected, however, that the 
board will follow the desires of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and first complete 
the links between the main cities of 
the state, afterward spreading the 
fund out as far as possible. 


WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE 
ENDS HIGHWAY CONTROVERSY 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—@)— 
Agreement was reached at a White 
House conference today on a $10,000,- 
000 road construction program for 
the state of Georgia. 

President Rodosevelt approved a 
plan whereby the work will be start- 
ed immediately with the public roads 
bureau reserving the right to inspect 
the construction. , | 

Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, an- 
nounced the agreement after a meet- 
ing at the White House participated 
in by Secretary Ickes, the  publie 
works administrator; Secretary Wal- 
lace and Thomas H. MacDonald. chief 
of the bureau of publie roads. 

The funds have been held up be- 
cause of a court dispute in Georgia 
over the right to office of the state 
highway commission, and this plan 
was worked out to make possible im- 
mediate use of the money. 

“The government reserves the right 
to inspect,” said Governor Talmadge. 
“If the construction is not up to 
specifications, then the Georgia state 
commission agrees to stop work and 
make it come up to specifications.” 

Conference Planned. 

MacDonald said tonight he would 
meet with Governor Talmadge again 
tomorrow to confer on details of the 
plan, and that with these worked out 
the program would start. 

On the question of the legality of 
the Georgia highway commission, one 
of the principal barriers heretofore 
to an allotment of Georgia’s $10,- 
000,000, im road funds. MacDonald 
said, “‘there is little to say.” 

He added, however, that a Georgia 
court had ruléd that one of the pres- 
ent highway commission named __ by 
Governor Talmadge after the removal 
of his predecessor was entitled to 
his place. 

MacDonald said it would be some 
time before work would actually start 
in Georgia, since “we have a good 
many details to go over” and that 
probably by that time the question of 
the highway commission would be dis- 
posed of. 

Supervision Planned. 

He said if the present highway com- 
mission was found to be an “illegal 
body” by higher Georgia courts that 
a “legal board” will have to be set up. 

The chief of the bureau of public 
roads said that under the compromise 
plan “there would be a complete en- 
gineering inspection of the construc- 
tion on every project” by federal en- 
gineers. He added “the bureau will 
have its inspectors on every piece of 
work.”

Into this jumble of controversial 
subjects a new picture was thrust to- 
day with the opening of a public 
hearing on the code for the construc- 
tion industry, estimated in normal 
times to employ 5,000,000 workers. 

‘The hearing was barely under way 
with nine ‘major construction groups 
supporting the proposed’ charter, 
when demands for higher wages 
than the code calls for were present- 
ed by M. J. McDonough, represent. 
ing the building trades department 
of the American Federation of Labor.

Dr. Arthur Dermont Bush, former 
professer of pharmacology at Emory 
University, died Wednesday at his 
home in Albany, N. ¥. He was 57 
years of age. 

The author of several textbooks and 
scientific articles, Dr. Bush was a 
member of the faculty of the medical 
college at Emory for several years 
and was widely known in medical cir- 
cles in Atlanta. He left Emory in 
1926, after teaching there for four 
years, 

He was a graduate of Lawrence 
Academy and Tufts College, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and attended the Atlanta 
Medical College, where he also _re- 
ceived a degree. He began teaching 
following his graduation, and had 
been a faculty member at several of 
the foremost schools in the United 
States, including Emory, the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, and the 
University of North Dakota.

“THE CUBAN SITUATION. 

The reasons given by the leaders 
of the Cuban “revolt of the ser- 
geants” are such as to bring natu- 
ral foreboding as to the latest po- 
litical upturn in the island re- 
public. 

Admitting that the De Cespedes 
provisinal government had func- 
tioned along lines contemplated by 
the groups which united to over- 
throw Machado, tee new junta 
takes the position that the acts of 
the new administration were too 
“mild” and thé progress towards 
the fulfillment of a ‘“‘new deal” not 
rapid enough. 

While there is still but little 
real information as to the true 
status quo in Cuba as the result of 
the second uprising, it would seem 
that the faults complained of were 
far from beitg shortcomings, but 
indicated that the De Cespedes re- 
gime was moving in the wisest and 
surest way to consolidate the bene- 
fits hoped for from the ousting of 
Machado and for the formation of 
a basis upon which permanent 
peace could be established. 


In the absence of more facts than 
‘are now known, it is inevitable that 
a revolt engineered by noncommis- 
sioned officers and a group of rad- 
‘ical students should be looked at 
‘askance. The new junta is not only 
lacking in representatives of the 
conservative elements of the coun- 
try, but they have been refused 
admittance to its conferences. 

It is significant that President De 
Cespedes did not resign, but mere- 


ly walked out of the palace and left.

A sudden emergency has arisen *in 
the soviet union. In many parts of 
the country they are unable to cope 
with the harvest. In the Caucasus 
and in the Ukraine where gross mis- 
management as been prevalent for 
s.veral years they are cutting the 
wheat too soon in some places, while 
in other regions there is a serious 
possibility that millions of acres will 
remain uncut. The government is 
calling for volunteers to go out there 
and help bring the precious harvest 
home. Hundreds of American tourists 
who happened to be in Moscow, have 
answered the call. 


The too early cutting is due to the 
fact that in the Ukraine people have 
been hungry all winter. From the 
most reliable sources I learn. that 
there was actual starvation and that 
many perished. Last year’s harvest 
was bad. In addition, the grain col- 
lections were carried out in an arbi- 
trary and even ruthless manner. Large 
stocks of grain were suddenly re- 
quired in the far east when Japan 
overran Manchuria and Jehol and 
whén it looked as if the aggressive 
policy of Tokyo would not stop short 
at the soviet borders. 

The army which was shipped to the 
far east had to be fed at all costs. 
It could not live on the country. Con- 
sequently a good part of the Ukrain- 
ian harvest went east, but the popu- 
lation of Ukrainia suffered.

remedial steps as seem fitting and 
proper.” 

Replying to a plea from President 
Roosevelt for ready extension of credit 
to enable business and commerce to 
thrive under the NRA, the association 
adopted a resolution stating: 


“We pledge our support and co- 
operation in the recovery campaign 
that is now under way, and we point 
out that the banking support that is 
in the long run most effective and 


helpful is that which conforms to the 
principles of sound banking, and 
which by so doing safeguards the in- 
stitution and the funds of its de- 
positors.” 

Leaders in banking from coast to 
coast had assailed the deposit guar- 
anty provision throughout the conven- 
tion as unsound. Francis H. Sisson, 
retiring president of the association, 
said it would adversely affect the 
sound bank in favor of the less sturdy. 

Failures Seen. 

The resolution today expressed a be- 
lief that installation of the insur- 
ance on deposits program might re- 
sult in many bank failures. The 
guaranty plan would apply to depos- 
its of $2,500 and less. 

“The new law provides for the or- 
ganization of a corporation to ad- 
minister the insurance of deposits, 
but as yet this corporation has not 
been formed,” the resolution stated. 

“It also provides that there shall 
be made a thorough,sexamination of 
banks to determine “their qualifica- 
tions for insurance, but these exami- 
nations have not yet been made. There 
is not now remaining sufficient time 
before the beginning of next year to 
carry through the examinations the 


“There are now more than 2,700 
banks operating on a restricted basis. 
Most of these banks could not qual- 
ify for deposit insurance unless re- 
organized. Nearly all of them would 
be forced to suspend. . 

“We believe that if the attempt is 
made to hurry through arbitrarily 
strict examinations the result would 
be suspension and liquidation of some 
thousands of banks which would... 
impair the prospects of recovery. 

Hurried Examinations. 

“Tf, on the other hand, the neces- 
sarily hurried examinations should be 
lax and superficial, many institutions 
would be admitted to deposit insur- 
ance that cannot rightfully qualify.” 

The association’s stand on deposits 
guaranty was in contrast to the state- 
ment of President Roosevelt yester- 
day that the banking act had given 
“splendid results.” No response was 
made to a declaration that the gov- 
ernment had provided the banks with 
means to loosen credit for business 
operations, made by a spokesman of 
the president before the convention. 

Reduction or elimination of inter- 
est on postal savings in order to pre- 
vent government competition with 
banks was urged by Gilbert L. Daane, 
of the Grand Rapids (Mich.) Savings 
bank, in addressing the savings divi- 
sion, from which he retired as presi- 
dent today. 

He said banks were paying 2 1-2 
pér cent interest to the postal savings’ 
trustees “on a patriotic impulse” and 
that the banks could not use_ the 
money profitably on that basis.”

STATE, FEDERAL OFFICIALS 
JOIN IN AIDING FLORIDANS 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sept. 6.— 
(P}—While state and federal forces 
joined today to aid the American Red 
Cross in relief and rehabilitation for 
storm sufferers, the uumber of fami- 
lies requiring aid officially was in- 
creased to 2,000 and estimates .of 
property losses likewise mounted. 

By proclamation from Tallahassee, 
Governor Dave Sholtz, designating the 
Red Cross as the official relief agen- 
cy. While he made no direct appeal 
for contributions, the governor said 
the communities affected would not 
be able to care for their needs and 
asked that any contributions be made 
to the local Red Cross chapters in the 
region stricken by the tropical storm 
which described a vast curved path 
through the state. 

Henry M. Baker, assistant national 
Red Cross disaster relief director, 
announced from West Palm Beach 
that, although a survey had not been 
completed, 2,000 families are in need 
of aid over a triangular section be- 
tween West Palm Beach, Vero Beach 
and Sebring. 

Additional Red Cross workers 
reached West Palm Beach today from 
Washington. In the latter city, Henry 
L. Hopkins, federal relief administra- 
tor, said the federal body would assist 
and supplement the work of the Red 
Cross in every way possible. He an- 
nounced that several cars of  food- 
stuffs had been sent into Florida and 
Texas storm areas. 

The Florida Citrus Exchange at 
Tampa gave an estimate that 4,200.- 
000 boxes of citrus fruits had been 
destroyed by the storm. This repre- 
sents about 16 per cent of the ex- 
pected 1933-34 crop. Grapefruit was 
the heaviest sufferer, according to the 
exchange survey, with 2,500,000 boxes, 
25 to 30 per cent of the crop. Next 
came oranges, with 1,600,000 boxes, 
10 to 15 per cent; and tangerines, 
100,000 boxes, 10 to 15 per cent. 

Latest advices from Fort Pierce, 
one of the cities on the east coast 
where the storm struck with hurricane 
fury, placed the damage in St. Lucie 
county alone at $1,500,000. of which 
$1,000,000 was estimated as citrus 
loss. The crest was represented by 
river front structures, buildings, crip- 
pled utility and communication lines, 
and the seawall. ; 

The damage at Stuart, 16 miles 
south of Fort Pierce, was set in ex- 
cess of half a million dollars. Vero 
Beach, to the north of Fort Pierce, 
estimated its losses to property at 
about $100,000 plus citrus damage. 

No estimates were available from 
Okeechobee city, located at the head 
of Lake Okeechobee, but reports to 
Govrnor Sholtz said more than 200 
homes were damaged. Two hundred 
persons were stranded and destitute 
at the courthouse and it was esti- 
mated 600 persons in the county were 
in need. Relief was urgent, the re- 
port said, continuing that local au- 
thorities weré unable to provide food 
and that many sufferers had no dry 
elothing. Roofing was needed ‘for 
houses.

He paid high 
tribute to the society, without its 
aid, he said, the “practice of scien- 
tific agriculture would no doubt have 
been a generation later in being gen- 
erally accepted by our people.” 

Dr. J. G. Woodruff, president of 
Abraham Baldwin Agricultural Col- 
lege here, and C. G. Garner, exten- 
sion specialist on co-operative market- 
ing of the University of Georgia, also 
apoke to the assemblage. 

Agricultural education as now or- 
ganized in this country “is yet young- 
er than some of the members of this 
society,” Stuckey said as he reviewed 
various legislative acts which created 
the present general system of agri- 
cultural instruction in schools and 
colleges, and discussed the rapid 
growth and changes in extension 
teaching. 

Dr. Woodruff discussed the Abra- 
ham Baldwin Agriculture College, of 
which he is the head. The first» year 
course is devoted to farm and home 
problems in their broadest sense, he 
said, while in the second year, “di- 
rect application is male to the farm 
and home needs of the students.” 

The college, Dr. Woodroof declared, 
offers young men and women the 
chance to achieve a wholesome and 
satisfying life on the soil. 

Co-operative Marketing. 

In discussing co-operative marketing 
Mr. Garner. stressed the need of 
strong and active membership, and the 
need of local organizations, 

“The local develops local leader- 
ship and trains leaders from which fu- 
ture officials of the association must 
arise,” he said. “It also ties the 
members closely into the everyday 
problems of the association,” 

Discussing service, he said an asso- 
ciation must live on service to its 
members and service to the trade to 
which it sells its members’ products. 

“Tt cannot live and thrive on preju- 
dices or wild promises,” he _ said. 
“Therefore an association must be 
founded on a clear need for services 
by the members and must develop by 
filling needs in a clear, business-like 
manner,... 

“In conclusion, let me say that we 
must remove all the haze of wild 
promises that have been thrown 
around the idea of co-operatiqn by too 
zealous organizers. We must show 
and teach the producers the funda- 
mentals of co-operative marketing.

GROWERS OF TOBACCO 
‘WILLING T0 CUT CROP 


DOUGLAS, Ga., Sept. 6.—(P)— 
Members of the Georgia Tobacro 
Growers’ Association have expressed 
themselves as willing to sign agree- 
ments with the federal government 
for crop reductions in the move for 
better prices. 

Meeting here -yesterday, tobacco 
growers from all sections of the Geor- 
gia belt pledged their co-operation to 


the United States department of azg- 
riculture in a series of resolutions 
that also promised: 

Co-operation with all other grow- 
ers of flue-cured tobacco in the fight 
to raise the price levels. 

A campaign among growers not 
represented at the Douglas meeting 
urging them to take action immedi- 
ately toward helping to “put into ef- 
fect the regulations of. control ani 
price betterments now being consid- 
ered,” 

One resolution condem .ed “the prac- 
tice of certain individuals in sending 
in reports for publication that a sat- 
isfactory price was paid for’ the 1933 
Georgia crop of tobacco in an effort 
to boost certain markets.” 

That practice, the resolution said, 
is “false and very harmful to grow- 
ers who are striving for and deserve a 
living price for this product.” 

Governor Talmadge, of Georgia, 
Senators Walter F. George and Rich- 
ard B, Russell Jr., and all. repre- 
sentatives in congress were “urged 
and implored to continue their ef- 
forts strongly in our behalf” and to 
consider “this resolution as our new 
petition and mandate to them to car- 
ry forward immediately and vigorously 
in unison with the representatives of 
the tobacco growers of the Carolinas 
and Virginia such negotiations as may 
be necessary to perfect and evolve 
a plan whereby a fair price may be 
obtained for flue-cured tobacco, and 
especially to see that the growers of 
Georgia are given the same benefits. 
protection and prices as to the 1933 
tobacco already sold as may be given 
to the growers of any part of the 
1933 crop of flue-cured tebaeco not 
yet sold.”

Diary of Union Soldier Reveals 


COLUMBIA, S.. C., Sept. 6.—(#® 
New light upon the burning of Co- 
lumbia -durifg the War Between the 
States was shed today by the diary 
of a Union soldier who claimed to 
have séen a comrade apply the first 
match. 

The soldier's diary said retreating 
Confederate troops ignited bales o 
cotton in the streets of the South 
Carolina capital, but a Union soldier 
first fired the buildings. 

W. E. Risedorph, of St. Paul, Minn., 
furnished Columbians with a copy of 
the diary of his father, the late John 
E. Risedorph, a sergeant in Company 
E, fourth Minnesota volunteer infan- 
try during the Confederate war. He 
said it gave a contemporary account 
of the invasion of Celumbia. 

Sergeant Risedorph, then 21, told 
how he was jn the “sanitary store 
room” at Columbia in 1865 when. “a 
drunken soldier entered and lighted a 
fuse which set papers on fire and 
quickly ignited the books and loose 
gunpowder. from which I hold the 
city of Columbia was burned, 

“I made my escape to the door by 
the aid of an ax through a crowd of 
some 500 soldiers,” Risedorph’s story 
continues. “The fire companies turned 
out, but the iers rendered them 
unmanageable by cutting the hose and 
turning them upon the firemen. 

“Excitement increased every minute 
as fiery whisky was turned. down 
thirsty throats. Vengeance was sworn 

i the mother of secession. 

“Heretofore plundering had been 
confined mostly ‘to the public build- 
ings, stores, and in fact every place 
where liquor was stored. But as the 
flames of fire and whisky. increased, 
. . « the ravaging and desolating hand 
of war was extended to private dwell 
ings. | 3 ;

000 men in town and drunk at 11 


p. m. I pity the horrors of an awaken- 
ing dawn.” 

The young soldier left an account 
of how he entered a building to search 
for wine “while it was burning at the 
top, procured all the wine 1 wished, 
and some five minutes later seven 
men were buried in the ruins just to 


fj satisfy their appetites for whisky.’ 


A General Howard, who attempted 
to halt the plundering, “was knocked 
down” and had to summon another 
general to his defense, Risedorph said. 

After flames forced General NSher- 
man to move his headquarters. the 
commanding officer “ordered ont a 
battery to disperse the plunderers, ... 
but they say if one gun is fired they 
will spike the guns and bayonet the 
gunners.” 

“This.morning,” the account of the 
burning concludes, “thousands of poor 
women and children “tre crowded in 
the parks. and suburbs of the city 
without anywhere to lay their heads.”

“Money,” said Charley Hall quickly and without 
hesitation. ‘Money, the root of all evil.” 

“You see,”’ said Charley Hall, “the mechanical side 
of the golfer is just half of the golfer.” 

“You thean that a man may have his swing, his game and 
all the little polishings needed but still will not be a golfer?”’ 

“‘Absolutely,”’ said Charley Hall. ‘The south has 
not had much money since Sherman burned all the cot- 
ton.

I asked Charley Hall if he still held fast to his idea about 
young golfers and publicity. 

It has always been the idea of the Birmingham pro- 
fessional that the young player should have as much 
publicity as possible. This is in direct contradiction to 
the general idea, which is to protect the young player 
from fame until his or her game is perfected. 
“Positively,” said Charley Hall. ‘‘This life is too short, 

anyhow. Why wait until you are an old man or woman to 
discover that you are not a golfer after all? 

“‘They either have it or they haven’t. And if they 
have it all the publicity in the world won’t take it away 
from them. The greatest harm publicity does is to at- 
tract a lot of pests who wish to bask in the reflected 
glory. But the big idea is to find out early if they have 
it. And not waste years and then find out they haven’t.”

Parker’s wide assortment of shots—- 
something like 28 by actual count— 
has attracted almost as much atten- 
tion as Vivian McGrath’s two-fisted 
backhand but the former Milwaukee 
boy had few of them under control 
in the pinches. Gledhill, best known 
as Ellsworth Vines’ doubles partner, 
outsteadied Parker throughout’ the 
match, The critical stage came in the 
third set when Parker led, 8-7, on his 
own service. He lost it and then 
dropped three of the next four games 
for the set, giving Gledhill a lead 
he quickly capitalized.

With an authorized capital of 
$2,000,000,000, the corporation’s sub- 
scribed capital—by the United States 
treasury—will be $200,000,000. .As 
described by the Home Owners’ Loan 
act, the corporation is designed to 
save the homes of owners unable to 
secure funds to meet mortgages, or in 
ease of thé impending distress of fore- 
closure proceedin

The Opening lead is the spade 
Queen, which is won in the South 
hand, and South now leads the dia- 
mond Knave, which is overtaken with 
the Ace in Dummy. It may seem that 
South is thus sacrificing a possible 
trick by playing two honors on the 
one trick, but this is only a super- 
ficial view. If the diamond suit is 
not longer than three cards in the 
hand of either opponent, then the 
manner in which South plays his 
cards in that suit is immaterial as 
far as the number of tricks he will 
win is concerned. It is, however, vi- 
tally important in case he finds a 
favorable distribution of the suit, as 
thereby it provides an additional en- 
try in the Dummy hand. Entering 
the Dummy through this diamond 
lead, he now leads a small heart, and 
when East plays low, the Knave is 
finessed. When the finesse holds, the 
Ten of diamonds is led and overtaken 
with the King. When both the East 
and West hands follow suit, South 
knows that he will be able to enter 
the Dummy hand twice more. 

Another heart is led from Dummy 
and the Queen finessed. Now South 
may lay down the heart Ace, upon 
which the King will drop, but he 
does not know the distribution of the 
suit, so the diamond 9 is led and 
overtaken with the Queen in Dummy. 
Note this play particularly. The dia- 
mond 5, through South’s play of un- 
necessarily high cards, ig established 
as a fourth entry to the Dummy, es- 
sential to the success of South’s plan 
of campaign. A small club is led 
from Dummy, and the finesse of the 
Knave holds. As Dummy now con- 
tains but a single entry, the heart Ace 
is laid down, which drops all the 
adverse hearts and establishes the 
heart seven in Dummy as a trick 
winner. The Declarer now leads the 
diamond four, oveftaking with the five 
in Dummy, and leads the thirteenth 
heart, upon which he discards the 
spade two. His next play is te lead 
another club from Dummy, finessing 
the Queen, the twelfth and thirteenth 
tricks being won with the club Ace 
and the high spade.

L. Mencken, Baltimore's authority on 
beer and books, today urged better 
and less heavily taxed brews to pre- 
vent the revival of whisky drinking, 
which he described as “an unmitigat- 
ed evil.” 

“Reer,” he said, in giving his views 
on the subject, “is here, but a good 
deal of it is inferior and all of it is 
too expensive. The federal tax of $5 
a barrel has been borne so far with- 
out public tumults, but that is only 
because, as heavy as it is, it still 
seems light beside the fantastic extor- 
tions of the prohibition agents dur- 
ing the 13 years of the Anti-Saloon 
League hellennium.” 

Sooner or later, he-said; the beer 
drinkers of the country will revolt 
Against the tax and demand a reduc- 
tion. This, he opined, is far more 
likely to increase the national reve- 
nue than reduce it. 

“If the tax were lifted to $10, mil- 
lions of Americans would quit beer 
altogether. But if it were reduced to 
$2, every beer-drinker would drink 
much more, and millions who still 
stick to home-brew would begin to 
patronize the breweries. 

“Plainly enough, the consumption 
of beer ought to be encouraged as 
much as possible, especially in view 
of the early repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment. The thing we have to fear is 
the revival of whisky drinking, an 
unmitigated evil. Make beer cheap 
and good—give us a really big glass 
for a nickel—and very few will turn 
to whisky. But keep it expensive, and 
the distillers and the bootleggers will 
do a land-office business.”
